Proteſtants never had more under their diſpoſal than twen- 
ty one Barrels of Powder, and thereof remained at this 
time about ſix Barre!s3 as for the Braſs Fieldepiccc, had it 
been inthe Jays of Don Buixot, it had paſled tor a Pockets 
Piſto!, but poiliblv had been a great piece of Battery where 
the Author ſerved 1u5 Apprentiſhip in War. 

This Author alſo diſcovers his Judgment concerning a 
good Citizen, in his 5th page, where he ſays, that zhe 
F#hange of the Civil Government ( upon Tyrcounel's ſucceed- 
ing the Earl of Cl/ar:ndon ) much impeveriſhed Ireland, not 
only of its Wealth, ut of a far greater Treaſure, its Wiſef 
Men, theſe that were I:ft behind being only ſuch as althe” 
they had known how to have helped themfelves, yet wanted 
both power and meaws to effet it, So here you have this Hi- 
ſtorian's Judgment contraditting all others of that profeli- 
on, as likewiſe of his Brother Poet's, who all agree in ex- 
tolling the Wiſdom, and imbelliſhing rhe memories of 
thoſe, who, to the hazard of themſelves and Fortuaes, ei- 
ther fell or ſucceeded in the Cauſe of their Country. In his 
gth page, Line 67h, he ſays, this contrivance ( the Diſco- 
very 10 Dublin of an intended Maſſacre, whereupon "tis 
pretended ſeveral hundreds of Families ſuddenly erabarqued 
at Dublin and parts adjacent ) did very mwch weaken the 
Proteſtant Intereft by leſſening their nambers. The plain 
Ergl:ith of thite two places, when compared, 1s, that it is 
Wiſdom or the part of a Wiſe Man, to leflenthe Proteſtant 
Intereſt ; ſo you have his Judgment as well of the Caule as

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In the 35th page, he imputes it to the Councils neglet 
or deſign, that the Paſſes were not guarded by the beſt of their

into Z2/fer, but they had no better cfte& of this than the 02 
ther endeavours they uſed to procure Arms, Ammuniti- 
on, &c. from ſeveral places, . 

As to that of bringing the ten thouſand men together, he 
ſhould firſt have made it appear that they had Arms, Ams 
munition, Money, @&c. for ſuch 8 Body of men, the want of 
Arms he owns inhis 35th page,andit's a|/re1dy obſerved what 
Money, &c. he thought ſufficient for that purpoſe, This 
Hiſtorian either knows notthe Truth,-or purpoſely contra» 
ditts it, for this Council uſed all their endeavours to have 
brought the whole force of the fer Proteſlants to. the 
Frontiers, to oppoſe 7 yrconnel s Army, but theſe wants, 
tome other reaſons, and an opinion which poſſeſſed ſeveral 
that they would be able to guard their own Houſes and 
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Precints, made it impracticable for that Council to 
bring them together.

That the Author may be attended in all his Degrees of 
prejudice, let the Caſe of Mr, Hamilton of 7ubymore be con- 
ſidered, for deprefling of whom, and aſperſing the Z/f#er 
Proteſtants, this Piece ſeems to have been purpoſely contris 
ved ; His malice has no bounds, where he has, or makes
